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EDITORIAL 


HEN the proposal was first mode that Dr. Reuben A. Tastes should 
come to this country from America and conduct a series of 
evangelistic crusades, many doubts were expressed on many hands 
concerning the wisdom of such a step. For more than one reason’ Dr. 
Torrey did not appear to be the right man for such a task. While having a 
great reputation as a scholar and Bible teacher (he was the head of the 
great Moody Bible Institute at Chicago after having studied for seven years 
at Yale University), he was not recognized as a man of evangelistic gifts. 
Apart from that, he was of a somewhat reserved and remote nature and 
his preaching was marked by a certain coldness, with an almost complete 
absence of any emotional warmth. In these respects he differed noticeably 


from D. L. Moody, who had made so strong an appeal to the British people | 


in ee great evangelistic campaigns at the end of the last century. 
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Nevertheless the‘fact remains that when Dr. Torrey did come to Great 
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the opening yours of tia contery, ty: Di. 
Alexander as his song leader, wonderful scenes of blessing were witnessed 
such as have not been paralleled in this country from that time until the 
present day.* From this we may draw two simple lessons for ourselves. 
The one is that human judgments are by no means infallible ; and the 
second is that God often takes up and“uses quite we instruments to 


fulfil His purposes. 
* * * 


T was in 1903 that Torrey and Alexander paid their first visit to this 

country and were welcomed at a meeting held in the Exeter Hall, London. 

Among the 1,400 people who were present there were many who could 
recall the great campaigns of Moody and Sankey, and frequent reference 
was made in the meeting to the work of the earlier evangelists. Many felt 
that Torrey and Alexander were the natural successors of Moody and Sankey 
and a spirit of prayerful expectancy surrounded them as they: entered upon 
their labours. 


Their first major campaign was in Edinburgh. The Scottish folk at 
first-did not take very kindly to some of the American methods. It was not 
their way to stand up and confess Christ in public—which was what Torrey 
called upon the converts to do ; and when some of the ministers on his 
committee mentioned this to him, Torrey characteristically retorted, 
“It may not be your Scottish way, but it is God’s way, and I mean to stick 
to it.” Stick to it he did, and to their honour be it said that when the 
ministers who made the objection saw the value of the evangelist’s method, 


they readily acknowledged their mistaken attitude, and thanked him for 
adhering to his own way. 2 


At Glasgow, the next place visited, 3,500 people nightly were soon 
attending the meetings and great-numbers made profession of conversion. | 
Meetings for ministers only were a feature of the work in this city, and” 
throughout the subsequent campaigns such meetings proved to be of 
particular value. Lunch-hour meetings for business men and -students 


were also addressed. All in all, a va spiritual impact was made upon the 
city.. 


As Moody and Sankey had done, Torrey and Alexander crossed over 
to Ireland, and missions in turn were held in Belfast and Dublin. Other 
centres visited in England included Liverpool, Bristol, Bolton, Bradford, 
Brighton and Cardiff. Probably in no place was their work crowned with 
so much blessing as in Birmingham, where for the four weeks’ campaign - 
the great Bingley Hall, seating between eight and nine thousand, with 
standing accommodation for two thousand more, was engaged by the 
committee. From the very beginning there was a spirit of real expectancy 


in the air and crowded congregations packed the big building. On the — 
opening night two hundred i inquirers came forward to Seek spiritual counsel. 
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Before sin Poem were being turned away almost nee and overflow 
meetings became necessary. It is said that the whole city became offe vast 
beehive for God. “ The buses were turned into inquiry rooms ; the tramcars 
were scenes of saving power ; many people were button-holed on the streets.” 
A miemorable meeting for members of men’s Bible classes was held one 
Sunday morning at 8.30, and long before the hour for starting there were 
8,000 men in the hall. At the end of Dr. Torrey’s address well over a hundred 
stood up to confess their acceptance of Christ. That same afternoon the 
hall was filled again with a congregation of women, and more than two 
hundred responded to the appeal. During the four weeks of the mission 
no fewer than 7,700 men and women and young people made public profession 
of conversion. 


HE great Loridon Mission, held in the early part of 1905, was un- - 


doubtedly the largest and most influential of all the campaigns conducted 

by Torrey and Alexander in this country. Long before the mission 
began intensive preparations were in progress. The Royal Albert Hall 
had been reserved for a period of seven and a half weeks and a band of 
7,000 workers were enrolled, including 4,000 for the choir, 1,000 ards 
and 600 personal workers for the after-meetings. Some indication 
interest aroused in the campaign can be gauged from the fact over 40,000 
applications were received for tickets for the welcome meeting on the first 
night. That opening meeting set the keynote of the whole mission. Alexander 
quickly captured the affection of the great congregation and had them singing 


in such a,manner that the hall vibrated with their songs of praise. In his . 


address Dr. Torrey declared, “* We bring you in song and speech a religion 
of gladness. I know no other religion. It is a religion of perpetual sunshine, 


sunshine 365 days in every year. I bring you no speculations, no empty 


dreams, no poetic fancies. I bring you an absolute certainty that God’s _ 


heart in all its pardoning love, in all its redeeming grace, for everyone of 
us stands open to-night and every night. But you must come through 
Christ .... The world is empty ; God is full ; and God is willing to pour 
His infinite fulness into your heart and mine more and more ony day as 
we throw our hearts open.” 


At the first evangelistic service the following night three hundred 
people responded to the invitation to accept Christ, and from that time 
onwards wonderful scenes were witnessed from day to day. In addition to 
the evening meetings, Torrey conducted Bible readings in the same hall 
every afternoon and these attracted congregations of approx. 7,000 daily, 
including large numbers of society people. A special feature of these after- 
noon gatherings was the half-hour’s song service conducted by Alexander. 
Special. meetings for City men were also arranged, when all classes, from 


the — downwards, listened to masterly by Dr, Torrey 
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on such subjects as the inspiration of the Bible and the reality of the 
Resurrection. 

/.fter the Albert Hall Mission the Torrey-Alexander campaign ‘continued 
at two other centres for a month each : first in Brixton, in a temporary 
building of corrugated iron providing accommodation for between five and 
six thousand people, and next in the Strand, where a similar type of building 
was erected on the Aldwych site. In both places the work proceeded. with 
unabated interest and ever deepening blessing. When the whole campaign 
at last came to an end, a great thanksgiving service was held in the Royal 
Albert Hall, when Lord Kinnaird announced that some 200 meetings had 
been held, attended by 1,114,000 people, of whom more than 14,000 had 
professed conversion. 


* * * 


N the over-all record of the Torrey-Alexander campaigns in this country, 
certain impressions stand out. The first is the power of the gospel when 
preached with conviction. All who heard Dr.. Torrey were impressed by 
the note of certainty in his preaching. He was a man who recognized the 
supreme authority of the Word of God and who addressed his congregation 
in terms of “ Thus saith the Lord.” At the welcome meeting to greet the 
evangelists when they arrived in this country, the Rev. F. B. Meyer remarked, 


“One cannot listen to Dr. Torrey for half-an-hour without knowing that — 


he is a man of conviction, and he brings his hearers round to his opinions. 
. If all the clocks in London said it was half-past six and Dr. Torrey said it 
was seven, I would stand by Dr. Torrey.” 

-- A second impression concerns the power of sacred song when used 
aright in the service of the gospel. And Charles Alexander certainly knew 
how to use it aright. Himself a man of deep spirituality as well as of consider- 
able musical talent, he radiated the joy of the Lord and people instinctively 
warmed towards him. Not only did he himself sing the gospel with ‘great 
sweetness, but he was able to persuade the most unpromising congregation 
to sing with true gladness of heart ; and this prepared the way for the 
preaching of the message. It is said that the hymns which Alexander taught 


became more popular in London than the music hall songs and were soon 


being sung and played everywhere. 

A third impression is that of the power of prayer when the people of 
God unite in earnest intercession. Dr. Torrey attached a tremepdous amount 
of importance to prayer. He frequently preached on the subject and was 
constantly calling upon Christians to pray for the work. He believed that 
the prayers of God’s people liberated that spiritual power which under the 
preaching of the gospel brings sinners to their knees in conviction and to

THE FOLLOW-UP WORK 


By Dawson TROTMAN 


HERE is no more important aspect 

of Evangelism than the follow-up 

work and the caring for new con- 
verts. The Bible has a great deal to say 
on this subject, and indeed a great part 
_ of ‘the New Testament can be regarded 
as follow-up material, for so much of it 
was in fact addressed to those who were 
_ young in the faith. 

The young convert is like a new-born 
babe. In the physical realm, many 
preparations are made beforehand for 
the birth of the child, and much care is 
expended afterwards in nurturing the 
young and delicate life. The same 


analogy should hold good in the . 


spiritual sphere ; but whereas medical 
science in our own day lias made con- 
siderable progress in reducing the risk 
of infant mortality and in improving 
post-natal care, little corresponding 
progress has been made in the care of 
new babes in Christ. In this important 
task we can only seek to co-operate with 
God and realize at all times that we are 
“* workers together with Him.’ ~

No one is permitted to act as a 
Counsellor during a Crusade meeting 
unless he is wearing a Counsellor’s 
badge. This rule is strictly adhered to 
in order to prevent zealous but un- 
instructed people interfering in the work, 
and also to ensure that no counselling 
work is done by those who have not 


Once the Counsellors and Advisors 
have been recruited and trained, the 
next stage in the follow-up work occurs- 
at the actual Crusade meeting. On 
arrival at the meeting, each Counsellor 


_ and Advisor reports to the appropriate 


Office and receives instructions for that 
particular evening, with directions as to 
where he or she is to sit, etc. At the 
conclusion of the meeting, when. the 
“invitation” is given by the Evangelist, 
and the converts come forward, the 
Counsellor is quietly put in touch with 
the person he is to help.

The first Congress of the European 
Evangelical Alliance, which is a federa- 
tion of the National Evangelical Alliances 


in Europe, met at Siegen, Westphalia, 


Germany, September 10th to 13th, 1953. 
The meetings were held in the Hammer- 


hutte auditorium at Siegen, and the 


Congress proved to be one of the 
greatest gatherings of this kind ever held. 
The following countries were represented : 
Norway,‘ Sweden, Denmark, Great 
Britain, Austria and Switzer- 
land. Observers were also present from 
Holland and Spain. The British 
Evangelical Alliance was represented by 
the Rev. George Dolman of Cambridge. 

The whole Congress gathered under 
the motto of the Evangelical Alliance, 
Unum corpus sumus in Christo, and all 
sermon and lecture texts were taken 
from St. John 17. The Hammerhutte 
auditorium seats 2,500, and in addition 


a tent was erected alongside the building 


to provide additional accommodation 
for 1,000. Both proved too small for 


the evening and Sunday meetings, 
_ which brought together from 3,000 to 


6,000 people. Here was demonstrated 
a real fellowship of all Evangelical 
Christians——Lutherans, Reformed, Bap- 
tists, Methodists, Salvation Army, etc. 
All the meetings were on a high spiritual 


level and brought great inspiration to 


those who were present.

Prince Oscar Bernadotte 


In the passing of Prince Oscar 
Bernadotte on October 4th last at the 
advanced age of 93, the Swedish 
branch of the Evangelical Alliance lost 
its distinguished Honorary President. 
The eldest brother of the former King 
of Sweden, Gustav V, he served as 
President of the Swedish Alliance from 
1907-1947, and when he retired he was 
elected Honorary President. 

Prince Oscar was revered far and wide 
as a Christian ‘gentleman who was. 
deeply interested in Evangelical work. 
He was a man of simple and sincere 
faith in our Lord Jesus Christ and was 


much beloved by Christian people not 
only in his own country but far beyond.

HRIST’S servants are watchmen ; they are also God’s remembrancers.
